In view of the many political forecasts being daily 
mentioned in the press since the election, none of which 


includes persons of color, 


something must be said ‘at this 


time as to what the Negro is thinking about with respect 
to Governor-elect Walter E. Edge’s administration. 


Partisanship is now over. 

Gov-nor-elect Walter E. Edge 
has been chosen—by- the voters of 
this State to be the governor för 
the next three years. He will be 
the governor of all the people, 
without respect to party ties or to 
political designations. Therefore, 
all citizens, Republicans, Demo- 
crats, and others, have a fight to 
express themselves and give their 
views as to what they think should 
be the program of the next admin- 
istration.. 

We are confining ourselves, in 
this»story, to suggestions as to po- 
litical | recognition, which..in..our 
opinion should be accorded col- 
ored citizens during . Governor 
Edge’s administration. 

Governor-elect.. Edge, will, no 


| doubt, have ample opportunity ‘to 


discuss: and consider the political 
recognition of groups other than 
the Negro..with “individuals at 
various places. He will meet with 
other groups and have opportuni- 
ties to talk of such matters in ho- 
tels, clubs, restaurants, probably 
golf links and even at Sunny Side, 
his now popularly known planta- 
tion in Georgia, and at many oth- 
er places. But on account of arbi- 
trary lines drawn in American 
life, ‘he will have little or no oc- 
casion to find oiy from the ‘Negro 
citizens of New Jersey what the 
Negroes of this State are expect- 
ing of his administration. 
Members of groups, other than 
the Negro, may and”probably have 
represented tò- Governor -elect 


‘| Edge that they can speak for the 


Negro. «But the fact is that no 
member of any other group can 
express to him what the Negroes 
of New Jersey are looking forward 
to during his administration.- 

Governor-elect Edge himself 
will, no doubt, admit the truth of 
the former-statement. 

The. New Jersey Herald News, 
without question the Negro news- 
paper with the largestsecirculation 
and also without question the 
leading Negro newspaper in the 


time ago, when the Jones Street 
branch was. first opened. Even 
at that. time, the Central Branch 
offered to integrate work of both 
groups in the downtown YWCA, 
better-known as Sayre Hall.

In the Republican side of ‘the 
stage, up until the ‘last week of 
the campaign ‘among Negroes the 
State and County bosses did noth- 
ing. They seemed to ignore the 
threatened. defections. of  thous- 
ands of their Negro constituents. 
Finally inthe last week, and’ on 
election day, they presumably 
turned loose the doughboy, as 
special literature began to appear 
denying the charges of anti-Ne- 
gro bias, which. had been leveled 
at their candidate. They again 
dragged the ghost of Abraham 
Lincoln out at their. meetings. The 
Negro spokesman for Walter E. 
Edge ignored the fact of Edge 
signing : the “Overseer of the 
Poor” Steven's Amendment to 
the Civil. Rights Bill, Whiti 
ruined it. They merely repeated 
one phrase over and over again, 
“It’s a lie, it is just Democratic 
propaganda”, The denial satis- 
fied some backsliding Republi- 
cans.

“Blatta Ephrem does 
not @xpect to present his creden- 
tials as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt until the confer- 
ence in Atlantic City has been 
concluded. 

A striking figure at 48, the new 
Ethiopian Minister has been in 
the diplomatic service of his 
country since 1928.’ Prior to his 
present appointment, he was vice 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. Be- 
fore that he had served as Consul- 
General at Paris, and Charge 
d'Affairs of the Ethiopian Lega- 
tion at London. He also had ser- 
ved with several Ethiopian dele- 
gations to the League of Nations 
at Geneva, Switzerland. 

In coming to America, the new 
Minister said he is fulfilling one 
of the ambitions of his life, for 
his desire to visit this country 
came from the days when he was 
a student at the American Univer- 
sity at Beirut, Syria. After his 
graduation from this institution, 
he spent several years as a teach- 
er before. entering the diplomatic 
service.

WASHINGTON, D. ŒC. — The’ 
U. S. Supreme Court 'on Wednes-

Thurgood Marshal, chief cowune 
sel of the NAACP, made the open- 
ing half of the argumetit againgt 
the system which prevents Negro 
voters in Texas and throughout 
the South from having any voice 
in the selection of eandidates’ ele 
ected. 

The coneluding argument to the 
high court-;was made-by Judge 
William H. Hastie, chairman, of 
the NAACP national legal com- 
mittee. 

The occasion was a momentous 


one, involving as it does the right, 
i| of 600,000 Negroes to vote in Texe ` 
Tas and the right of millions of 


Negrges to vote throughout the 
South, Observers pointed out that 
even if the anti-poll tax bill were 
passed the effect on the exercise 
of the franchise by Negroes would 
not be as great as the winning of 
the Texas case, 

Mr. Marshall argued in behalt 
of his client, Lonnie Smith, who 
in August, 1941, attempted to vote 
in the primary election in House 
ton, Texas. Dr. Smith, a dentist, 
was refused -the opportunity to 
vote in the Democratic primary, 
and the sole reason was that he is 
a Negro. 

In his argument before the U. $. 
supreme court Mr. Marshall main- 
tained that the Democratic party 
in Texas is the only one required 
by law to hold a primary election. 
He cited to the court that the 
Democratic party was, to all in- 
tents and purposes, identical with 
the state machinery of Texas. He 
also asserted that any white eléce 
tor, regardless of party affiliae

Stating that st “the P price of food 
in Newark could be reduced by 
twenty percent within a week if 
every individual would adhere 
strictly to the advice of the 
O.P.A.,” Mrs, Durand Taylor ex- 
horted the Central -Wards—Com- 
munity Council to take the lead 
in- “killing” The Black Market 
in North Jersey at a meeting of 
the group at the Felix Fuld Neigh- 
borhood last Wednesday night.

thinking of all people. If is:ex- 
tremely important to. plan now 
what’ kind of world we want to 
live in. 

The American. race “question is 
of paramount importance becatise 
if we proceed now in a moment 
of enlightenment on a high level 
of humanism and intelligence, or 
if we yield to the dark and prim- 
itive residue in our National spir- 
it, is a decision which can bring 
to. America a post-war era of in- 
ternal healing and recovery, or 
an. expanding conflict between 
races which eventually might 
precipitate the third World War. 

The Newark Y.W.C.A. is ex- 
tremely and realistic in trying to 
face the question of race relations. 
To this end, iits-endeayoring, to 
gear its programs, both at the 
Central “Building, 53 Washington 
Street and its Branch at 2 Jones 
Street. It is endeavoring to work 
in practical ways for a better un- 
derstanding and fuller knowledge 
of all people irrespective of 
creed, race, or color. 

In our All-American programs 
such as our Opening-year Party, 
Christmas Festivals, conferences, 
etc, we plan these programs on 
interracial bases. Committees of 
both white and Negro work to- 
gether. On the Board of Trus- 
tees of. the Y.W.C.A.. we have 
three Negro members,’ one of 
whom has been Secretary for a 
number of years. 

Our Secretarial School is open 
to all; and at the present time it 
has a large number of Negro stu- 
dents. It is the only private 
school of its kind in Newark 
which has Negro and white stud- 
ents. The Health Education“ De- 
partment, with its use of swim- 
ming pool, gym activities, -is 
equally open to Negroes and 
white alike. 

Leadership. from the Negro 
community for club programs i$ 
‘eagerly sought. by Central Build- 
ing. At the present time plans

The Negroes did make a politi- 
cal step forward in the way of of- 
ficial recognition when Oliver 
‘Randolph was appointed Assistant 
United States‘ Attorney during the 
time Governor-elect Edge was a 
United States Senator. It was a 
noteworthy appointment for, up to 
that time, no Negro had held such 
a position’ in New Jersey. And 
now another Negro in New Jersey 
holds a somewhat similar position 
thereby „justifying the first. step 
taken in this direction by Gover- 
nor-elect Edge.
